I went to church on Sunday, for the 


- first time sincesI left Winnipeg. It 


was a beautiful morning, and at break- 
fast Mrs. Bingham suggested that we 
should all go to evening service at 
the Indian Mission on the Reserve, 
twelve miles away. Ever since com- 
ing here I have wished to visit the Re- 
serve, 80 I was+greatly. pleased when 
Mr. Bingham and Mr. Livingstone fell 
in with Mrs. Bingham’s proposal. 

We had luncheon early, for we wish- 
ed to be at the Mission in time to.call 
on some of the Indian celebrities, be- 
fore tea, as the.service was directly 
afterwards. 

Half-way between the Bar B and 
the Mission we came to the “dip,” and 
I got out to see it, with Mr. Living- 
stone as showman. I don’t suppose 
you know what a “dip” is, so I shall 
describe it as best I can. 

At first I thought that the wooden 
structure I saw was a bridge. It cer- 
tainly looked like one, but why build 
a bridge over dry land? And why 
build it so narrow? To add to my 
mystification, when I reached the end 
of the sloping approach I found myself 
looking down into a reservoir full of 
water. Mr. Livingstone evidently en- 
joyed my astonishment—I believe he 


~ would have enjoyed it even had I fallt- 


en into the water—and after waiting 
in- vain for me to speak and display 
my_ignorance, he told me quite seri- 
ously that most of the Bar B ¢attle 
were shipped to England, and that the 
British authorities would not allow 
them to land until assured that they 
had been given.a bath! ‘I refused to 
laugh, so he finally told me that ranch- 
ers were compelled by law to “dip” 
their cattle in an antiseptic solution 
before shipping them, this to prevent 
ihe spread of mange or other similar 
diseases. The cattle are driven up 
the approach, and when they come to 
the water there is nothing for them 
to do but got into it; both approach 
and reservoir are too narrow for them 
to.turn_in. ‘There 1s a gradually 
sloping floor in. the reservoir, and be- 
fore they know what is happening’ Lo 
them the bewildered cattle find them- 
selves in water too deep to wade in, 
and are therefore forced to swim, . In 
this way the chemically treated water 
covers them all. but their heads. Quite 
clever, 1s it not? And wouldn't it be 
a perfectly lovely way to bathe re- 
fractory small boys?

The Hawk itoth or Spins aay is a very large one of which there are 
many different kinds, the best known, of which are the Poplar Hawk Moth, 
the Privet Hawk Moth, the big and little Elephant Hawk Moths, the Humming 
Bird Hawk Moths, and, last and largest, the Death’s Head. This one is 
seldom seen and only flies at night. It is protected during daylight by clev- 
erly choosing a resting place that is like its own coloring. If disturbed it has 
the unmothy gift of squeaking an angry protest. The young of this Moth, 
when full grown and. just before spinning their cocoons,,are large, five-inch 
long Caterpillars. They are lemon green, with seven swerving purple yellow 
stripes on either side, They fed’ mostly on potato plants and dig several 


inches down into the soil when they intend spinning the cocoon, where they 
remain for several months before returning to the world as Moths.

Inter-Allied Debts 


Situation After the Napoleonic ._Wars 
Is Recalled : 
The September monthly review of 
the London City and Midland Banik 
recalls the financial relations of Great 
Britain and her Continental allies dur- 
ing and after the Napoleonic wars, the 
purposé of’. the “discussion being to 
draw analogies or contrasts, with the 
present status of inter-allied indebted- 
ness. The Review shows that’ be- 
tween the years 1793 and 1816, Great 
Britain advanced a total of \£58,000,- 
000 to her various allies, of which in- 
dividualify.. the most important was 
Austria, to whom advances amounting 
to over £12,000,000, were made. Of 
the total advances made by Great Bri- 
tain, £58,000,000, direct subsidies ac- 
counted for about £50,000,000, whieh 
was hot expected or intended-to be re- 
paid. ae :

Controlling the Weather 


Claims Put Forth By Inventors and 

Scientists Have Come to Nought “ 

Three or four years ago a Sheffield 
workingman claimed’ to be putting the 
finishing touches to an instrument to 
enable him “to focus beams of ether 
oscillation’-and so control the weath- 
er. Unfortunately, the instrument 
could not have been so ‘perfect as he 
thought, for nothing further has been 
heard of it. Before: that a Leeds 
scientist had come to the conclusion 
that it was “within the scope of hu- 
man possibility to prevent disastrous 
cyclones, hurricanes and stdrms, and 
even to improve permanently the 
weather of the British Isles.” ’ The 
idea was the production. of an*instru- 
ment enabling the operator to collect 
or dissemble the molecules which 
form the atmosphere, securing the de- 


gree of density desired and so arrang- |. 


ing the best weather required for any 
district or seasonal occupation: -More 
than twelve years. ago Sir Oliver 
Lodge demonstrated that: fog-could be 
dispelled by electricity, thougit the 
process was too costly for adoption 
generally.

Hard for Them to Breathe in Very 
High Altitudes — 

Though some astronomers have on 
unusually clear nights. seen — birds 
crossing between their telescopes and 
the moons disk, and have estimated 
their elevation as high as. two miles, it 
is: unusual for birds to migrate at alti- 
tudes greater- than 5,000 feet, as a 
rule.
